Owing to shortages of gas and labor we 
cannot make deliveries at all, unless very 
near home. 


Many varieties of Bulbs are simply un- 
procurable this season, of some we have 
very small stocks needed for propagating 
purposes. In the case more especially of 
Tulips, supplies were never so limited and 
if there are varieties you will take as sub- 
stitutes please so indicate when ordering. 


Hardy bulbous plants can go into the 
ground until freezing up weather. Vir- 
tually all kinds are being received very 
late this year from the great growing 
areas and deliveries simply cannot be made 
as in pre-war days. 


While we will do our very best to fill 
orders promptly, some delay cannot be 
avoided during the rush season. In the 
case of Liliums a few kinds can be de- 
livered as early as August while a few 
cannot be sent until bulbs are properly 
matured in early November. We must all 
try to exercise some patience these days. 


There are certain bulbs not listed here 
which we may be able to supply but of 
which we are still uncertain as to delivery 
of. If there are items in the bulbous line 
you want and cannot locate in this or 
other lists, please advise us. 


We will issue a price list of trees, shrubs, 
vines, hardy perennials bulbs and other 
material about March 1, 1945. 
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LILIUMS 


Fall is much the best season for planting all varieties 
of Liliums except that a few planted in early spring 
will do moderately well and assist in extending the 
flowering season. Candidum and Testaceum can be 
planted earlier than other varieties and the greai 
bulk of the family are ready during October but a 
few varieties may not be ready until early November 
but planted at that time they will succeed vastly bet- 
ter than if deferred until spring. We have made many 
successful plantings after the ground has started to 
freeze up, occasionally in December and even January. 


Certain varieties of Liliums are very scarce at present 
and some are virtually unprocurable. These condi- 
tions may persist for some time after the return of 
peace. The flowering season of hardy Liliums extends 
from late May when Tenuifollum sometimes opens, 
until mid-October when with an open fall we oc- 
casionally still have some late Formosanums and 
spring planted speciosums. 


Some Liliums will succeed in rather heavy shade, 
included in this list are a number of our native 
American varieties, others will hold their color better 
with moderate shade while the greater majority suc- 
ceed well in full sun. A mulch of some kind during 
the growing season or the planting of low growing 
Perennials which will shade the ground will be much 
appreciated. 


Liliums when doing well should be left alone, too 
many amateurs are in the habit of digging them up 
annually like tulips. All Liliums require good drainage, 
all disiike tresh animal manures. Bone meal is an 
excelient and safe plant food and virtually all like 
leaf mold or peat moss mixed in the soil. At planting 
time and especially in heavy soils, I suggest resting 
bulbs on sharp sand, screened charcoal or fine coal 
ashes. 


Heavy seed production weakens Liliums and it is 
well to allow piants to seed sparingly and only if you 
wish to secure seeds for propagating purposes. After 
the ground is hard frozen a winter mulch can be ap- 
plied, this prevents too early starting in spring as 
certain varieties like regaie, some have their growths 
and flower buds irozen when we get a burst of pre- 
mature heat followed by frosts as in 1944.

Britain and bassalted with sand, refusing all cargoes 
ordered and desired here in order to facilitate the 
return cargoes for more war goods. Cultures in 
America are rather light and weather and lack of labor 
have both been adverse factors, as a result tulips 
available are rather few in numbers and variety and 
at present there are no certainties of what varieties 
will be available. We are listing such varieties as we 
hope to have and we cannot guarantee to supply more 
than a small number of most of these. 


Prices have advanced very much and after the war 
ends it seems rather doubtful if we will see any great 
decline in prices as stocks in the Netherlands are also 
greatly depleted.
